Hi everyone! It has been a little over a year since | pulled up my antenna stakes and moved south with my wife and snow 
shovel. | thought | owed you an explanation why the impulsive move south.

In the four months following the passage of the 
legislation on 13 August 1912, only 1,185 amateur stations were licensed — just a small fraction of the number believed to 
be active at that time.
